Explosion Shook Countryside tor 


Miles Around. 


Hillcrest. Alta., .Tune 20.—A mighty 
explosion, coming without warning, 
entombed 225 miners in mine No. 20 
of the Hillcrest Collieries, Ltd. 
The death list is placed officially at 
205. 
Twenty men were rescued alive 
and twenty-three bodies have been 
taken out, leaving 182 still entombed 
and probably dead. 
The 
work 
of 
rescue 
progressed 
rapidly and the entrance has been 
cleared. 
Several miners were recov­ 
ered 
alive 
near 
the entrance 
and 
further on a few bodies were recov­ 
ered. 
Despite the efforts of the two score 
mine experts laboring amid the death 
dealing gases 
and 
debris 
hope of 
reaching alive the 182 men yet in the 
mine is waning. 
The explosion shook the country­ 
side for miles around, lifted the roofs 
from many m iners’ cabins and de­ 
molished numerous small buildings. 
A moment after the explosion a 
score of punio stricken surface work­ 
ers rushed from the mine, followed 
by a dense cloud of smoke aud pot* 
sonouiB fumes. 


Organize Emergency Crew. 


Appeals for help were dispatched 
to many towns and in the meantime 
residents 
organized 
an 
emergency 
crew and turned feeble and ineffec­ 
tive hands toward the work of rescue. 
When the first crew arrived a large 
force of men set about to clear the 
shaft, turning desperately from one 
point to another as the moans of the 
entombed men came feebly from the 
muss of debris. 
The moans became 
fainter and fainter and finally ceased. 
Thousands of tons of rock have fall­ 
en into the mine and it is feared that 
the men, even though they escaped 
death from the poisonous fumes, prob­ 
ably were crushed to death by the 
falling debris. 
No information as to what caused 
the explosiou has been given, but it 
is generally believed It was due to 
forming gases. 
Thomas Quigley, superintendent of 
the mine, is among those entombed. 
Two trains filled with expert mine 
workers, doctors, nurses aud officials 
ofrailways arrived at the scene of the 
disaster and the work of rescue wus 
begun in a systematic manner. 
As the experts entered the mine 
they 
found, 
jumbled in 
a chaotic 
mass, horses, timbers, wagons and 
mining paraphernalia, the same being 
indicative of the force of the explo­ 
sion. 
Fire Follows Explosion. 


Fire broke out soon after tile ex­ 
plosion but died out almost imme­ 
diately, although the gas fumes made 
it impossible for the men to work ef­ 
fectively for several hours. 
The explosion tore out both ends of 
the pit and instantly blocked the in­ 
terior of the workings, making it al­ 
most 
impossible 
to 
gain 
entrance. 
Most of the men were working about 
400 feet inside the mine. 
A majority of the men are foreign 
born, but a large number of them are 
English speaking.
